PLANES ATTACK DIVER 


Two Flier* From Chatham Aviation 
Station Engage Foe Submarine 
Without Reault—Several Mem­ 
ber* of Barge Crew Injured. 


Orleans, Mans., July 22.—A barge 
tow off the easternmost point of ('ape 
r o d wus attacked by a German sub 
murine, three of the barg«*s sunk, a 
fourth and the tug set on fire and 
four shells dropped on the mainland. 
The action lasted an hour and was 
unchallenged, except for two hydro­ 
airplanes from the Chatham aviation 
station, which circled over the U-boat, i 
causing her to submerge for only a 
moment. 
Then the submarine reap­ 
peared and resumed firing. 
The crews of the tow. numbering 
41 aud including three women and five 
children, escaped amid the shell fire 
in lifeboats. 
Several were wounded, 
but only one seriously. This happened 
to be John Botovich, an Austrian, of 
the crew of the tug. 
Ills right arm 
near the shoulder was torn away by 
a fragment of shell. 
The minor In­ 
juries of the others were from shell 
splinters. 
Thousands See Encounter. 
The barges were in tow of the tug 
Perth Amboy, owiled by the Lehigh 
Valley railroad, and were bound from 
Gloucester for New York. 
One was 
loaded with alone, but the others were 
light, being on their return trip after 
bringing coal to New England. 
The 
attack wus without warning and only 
the poor marksmanship of the German 
gunners permitted the escape of the 
crews. 
The one sided fight took place three 
miles south of the Orleans coast guard J 
station, which is located midway be­ 
tween Chatham, at Elbow, and High­ 
land Light, at the extreme tip of the 
cape. 
The firing was heard for miles and 
brought thousands to the beach, from 
which the flashes of the guns and the 
outline of the t'-boat were plainly via 
Ible. 
Possible danger to the onlook­ 
ers was not thought of until a shell 
whizzed over their heads and splashed 
in a pond a mile Inland. 
Thr**e other 
shells burled themselves in the sands 
of the beach. 
Survivors Lost Their Clothe*. 
The survivors of the tow. with the 
exception of two injured, were taken 
to the Orleans coast guard station, 
communication with which 
by 
tele­ 
phone was not permitted under navy 
regulations. 
No information could be 
obtained from official sources on the 
cape. 
Botovich and another man from on* 
of the barges, both of whose arms had 
been Injured, were removed to the pri­ 
vate hospital of Dr. James McHugh 
Later Botovi* h was taken to a hospital 
in Poston. 
The survivors lost all their personal 
effects and some of them who were 
having their turn I" their bunks when 
the l-boat appeared came ashore in 
their night clothing

Health Improved Through Use of 
Unbolted Wheat Meal. 


A little more than a century turn, 
when Britain had been fighting for 
years nguiust Napoleon, food begani* 
very scarce. Following Is from n book 
on bread-making, written by Sylvester 
Graham, in ISAT: 
"In order I** conserve wheat as much 


as possible, the British government or­ 
dered that the army should be supplied 
with bread made from unbolted wh at 
meal, I. e., simply the wheat ground 
without having the bran or mlddlin . •* 
removed. 
The soldiers were at first 
displeased with the bread and refused 
tx> eat it, even casting it from them In 
great race, but after two or 
three 
weeks they bogan to be much pleaded 
with It and preferred tt to tho fine* 
flour bread. 
‘T he result of this experiment was 
that not only was tho wheat made to 
go further, but the health of the sol-. 
(tiers Improved so much and so ne til* 
featly In tho course of a few months 
that it became a matter of common re­ 
mark among themselves and of obser­ 
vation and surprise among the officers 
and physicians of the army. 
They ex- 
pressed 
themselves 
with 
confidence 
and zeal on the subject. 
The public 
declared that the soldiers were never 
so healthy and robust. The public pa­ 
pers were for months filled with praise 
of wholewheat bread* and it was reg­ 
ularly Introduced into families, 
aft r this 
experiment 
with 


such happy results nnd~s<» general and 
full n testimony had been given in fn- 
or of th*' coarse-wheat bread, when 
large supplies of superfine flour earn*' 
In from America, and the crops from 
home became again abundant and the 
act of parliament regarding the food 
of the army became extinct, most of 
the people by degrees returned to their 
old habits of eating fine bread”

minus me to another wonderful thing, 
and that is ti"* way the hospitals are 
performing miracles. 
M hen finally,

Some quite unfounded statements 
im vc bren made to the effect that sac­ 
charin disturbs the digestion, injures

lcnce that saccharin or Its allies bas 
any effect whatever on the economy 
even when It Is used In quantities 
larger than are required to sweeten 
foods and beverages to suit ordinary 
tastes. And this. In spite of the fact that 
saccharin has been in use for more 
than a quarter of a century. 
The mere fact that It is an artificial 
-ubstnncc remotely derived from coal- 
tar does not necessarily render it poi­ 
sonous. as some seem to suspect.

the same time it is, of course, value­ 
less or- a food In the sense in which 
-agar is a food. and even as a flavor it 
lo most tastes Is inferior to the natural 
substance.— British Medical Journal.

When t!i«% leuv«*s b>*u* their moisture 
and become dry before th«* moisture 
frou» th** stem Is removed, tin* process 
>>f curing is \i*ry much retarded. 
The 
tedder Is especially valuable in curing 
alfalfa and clover bay, or heavy yields 
of nny kind. 
No s«*t rule can be given 
for using the tedder, but it should fol­ 
low the mower from two to six or more 
hours !at«*r, »b'pondlng upon yield, kind 
of lutj, Vehnitj of the Wind, .emperu- 
ture, clouds, etc* 
The function of the 
tedder U to kick up the hay and allow 
it »«» cur«* out evenly. 
The tedder d<>«*s 
more damage than good by breaking 
off the leaves, if used after the leaves 
have become dry, 
It is used on hay In 
the swath, seldom on hay In the wind­ 
row*. 
To Induce rnppl curing. It Is th«* cus­ 
tom of some InàV growers to ted the 
hay twice the ^ in e day. 
Raking. 
The prneth'o <>t raking hay Into wind- 
rows with > ¡that* a sulky (»lump) or 
able-d»'llvery rake is almost universal. 
The exceptions ar«* where the hay Is 
loaded «m tin* w^gon directly from the 
swath by means of a bay loader, or is 
gathered from tin* swath with a sweep 
ruke. 
These practices ar«* rare, ln*- 
ing followed usually only when the 
yield is heavy. 
It Is safe to say that most hay is 
cured almost entirely In the sw ath; In- 
defd it Is a common pm ctlee to coin- 
m«m e hauling or stacking hay inune- 
dint«*!y after it Is rnkt'd. 
Under cer­ 
tain conditions shis practice is allow­ 
able. 
W hen ilie yiekl is light, »»r when 
a heavy yield Isj stirred several times 
with the tedder,: and especially if the 
day Is cloudy »imi there D a g«>»Hl hroer.e 
stirring, hay can he entirely cured in 
the swath and a good quality made. 
During hot, dry, sunshiny w eather lu 
the middle of the summer, however, 
this practice of curing in the swatli 
will not produce the best grade of bay. 
I nder s»n h conditions hay, especially 
clover and alfalfa, sh»*uld be raked In­ 
to the windrow jiist afte r it is all well 
willed and before the leaves become 
dr} enough to break otT when raked. 
After being raked* th e hay may be 
left In the w indrow until it is ready to 
be moved, <»r it may be put Into cocks 
and left until thoroughly cured.
